Today the Commission moves forward with another critical piece to implement the
Twenty-First Century Communications and Video Accessibility Act. I am delighted that we
continue to make such quick progress on fulfilling this mandate from Congress and ensuring that
the tools of the digital age are accessible to Americans from all our disabilities communities.
